Strength Shown in Figures. 


Taking the total of 5,830 votes on the final 
feturns, Senator La Follette has for first 
ice 808 for second choice 248, and 
for third choice 250. He has not 
been an active candidate. When THE 
TRIBUNE'’s ballot was first taken, last Au- 
gust, he developed a great deal of strength in

Since then his strength in his home state 
has been about the same, but it has grown 
Significantly, especially in the neighboring 
commonwealths.

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legislature yesterday decided to extend the 
inquiry now being made at Lincoln to include 
all the asylums in the state, and the Pontiac 
reformatory. The committee will return to 
Lincolm on Thursday, and after finishing its 
work there, probably on Saturday, will go to 
Bartonville. From Bartonville it is expected 
the inquirers will go to Pontiac, and from 
there to Watertown. 

The action of the legislature was taken 
without the counsel of Gov. Deneen and, sus- 
pecting that some effort would be made by 
those who might profit by it to whitewash the 
charges made against the governors ap- 
pointees, the state lawmakers quickly shut 
down on any move which seemed to have the 
least resemblance to the handiwork of the 
chief executive. 


Two Inquiries Into Death. 

The death of William Hamlin, a boy in- 
mate of the Pontiac reformatory, was the 
basis of an attack upon the present admin- 
istration of the state institutions on the floor 
of the house. Representative Hearn of 
Quincy Introduced a measure asking a rigid 
investigation, declaring the youth’s mother 
had proof to establish the truth of her state- 
ment the boy did not commit suicide, but 
died, indirectly at least, as the result of cru- 
elties on the part of the guards. 

At the same time this resolution was being 
adopted without a dissenting vote by the 
legislators, the state board of reformatory 
managers was making a detailed search into 
the causes of the boy’s death at Pontiac. 

This latter meeting adjourned to meet in 
Chicago later and hear the testimony of the 
physician who dressed the boy’s wounds. 


ACTION IN LEGISLATURE. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Springfield, III., Jan. 28.—[Spegial.]— 
Aroused to action by the appearance of a sus- 
picious looking resolution in the house today, 
the legislature reeolved to make the present 
investigation of the state charitable institu- 
tions as broad as the state. The cocnmittee 
now investigating at Lincoln will visit all 
other asylums. 

Formal hearings may not be held at all of 
the other institutions, but the searchlight 
will be turned on. After Lincoln is finished 
Bartonville, Watertown, and Pontiac will be 
visited. 

Chairman John W. Hill of Chicago voiced 
the opinion of the entire committee when he 
declared that the horrors already discovered 
were such that it wou!d be impossible to drop 
the investigation until it was discovered just 
how far similar irregularities existed in other 
institutions. 

“We cannot stop the investigation now. 
The people won't let us. said Mr. Hill. “I 
believe, however, that it should continue only 
far enough to find the faults of the system 
with a view to correcting them. Little wm 
be gained by parading all the individual cases

H. L. Davenport, general manager of the 
Brunswick Balke Collender company, spoke 
of a poster sent out by his firm all over the 
land. This poster is indorsed by Adolphus 
Busch, the St. Louis millionaire brewer, ina 
dispatch dated at Pasadena, Cal., on Jam 27: 

J congratulate you on the issue of your 
great, excellent, strong poster; it is well 
commented on by all fair thinking people, and 
condemned, of course, by the cranks, hypo- 
crites and fanatical prohibition element. If 
signed it would have more weight and be 
more dignified.’’ 

Mr. Davenport said that the Brunswick 
Balke Collender company had replied to the 
telegram of Mr. Busch by saying the educa- 
tional poster was: The first page of the 
people's paper, issued in the interest of the 
4,000 starving women and children of the 
unemployed of our Chicago factory, and the 
second and editorial page would bear the 
name of publisher and editor.“ 


Replies to Miss Balcomb. 

Mr. Davenport then replied to the charges 
of Miss Mary Balcomb, general secretary of 
the Young People’s Christian Temperance 
union, published in an evening paper. 

Miss Balcomb hed said that the people of 
the United States spend $750,000,000 annually 
for Hquor and beer. 

In reply Mr. Davenport asserted: 

„Eight hundred million dollars is spent for 
chewing gum, candy, proprietary medicines, 
perfumes, and hair oil], millions for coffee, 
foodstuffs, and adornment of dress. Any 
medical mam will say that candy and confec- 
tions have sent more infant souls to heaven 
than whisky has sent drunkards to the other 


place. Shall we tell these dealers and mamu- 


facturers to close their shops and plants? 


Sees Danger in Church. 

It has cost more lives to hold the church in 
check than have been sacrificed to Bac- 
chus. It is a question if the church is not 
more dangerous in politics than the saloon. 
The church cannot be made a factor in this 
question. 

Who are the leaders 15 the prohibition 
movement? Are they actuated by motives of 
kindness to any one? Do they devote their 
lives to the cause of the weak, healing the 
sick, and making up the sum of human hap-

walked in with Deputy Sheriff Charles W. 
Peters just behind him. 

He was entered on the books of the peni- 
tentiary, taken over to the court cells, num- 
bered 1,543 temporarily for the night, and 
his brother and friends took leave of him 
and departed, all inside of ten minutes, 


Every Expedient Exhausted. 


This marked the close of one of the most 
stubborn fights ever known in Cook county 
to save a man from going to the penitentiary 
after he had been convicted. Cooke was 
convicted a year and a half ago of con- 
spiracy to defraud the county by thefts of 
fees and by bogus pay rolls, the sum of 
$50,000 being involved. His attorneys have 
resorted to every known legal expedient to 
keep their client from going to Joliet. 

Their last hopes were shattered at 3:30 
o' clock in the afternoon, when Judge Samuel 
C. Stough of Morris, sitting in the Circuit 
court in Chicago, declined to hear a petition 
for Cooke’s release on habeas corpus—his 
second petition, following the one that Judge 
Willard M. McEwen denied several days 
ago. 


Sheriff Works Every Delay. 


Cooke was taken to Joliet on the Chicago 
and Alton train leaving this city at 8:20 
o’clock in the afternoon after a day of 
jockeying and seemingly inexcusable delays 
on the part of the sheriff's. office. The 
sheriff, however, is personally friendly to 
Cooke, and, knowing that he was acting 
within the Mmitations of the law, gave the 
convicted man the benefit of every delay. 

Cooke left the jail at 5 o’clock in the after- 
noon, after the news had been conveyed to 
him that his last chance at freedom had 
failed. He shook hands with Assistant 
Jailer Sweeney and one or two other attachés 
of the jail and started down the stairs with 
his hands in his overcoat pockets, looking 
neither to the right nor left. He was greeted 
with a flash of powder as the newspaper 
photographere secured his picture, and 
marched on apparently unconcerned to the 
private carriage of his friend and bondsman, 
William J. Moxiey. 

The prisoner was accompanied by Chief 
Deputy Peters, his brother William, and 
John C. Righeimer. On the train they took 
four seats in the front of the smoking car, 
facing each other, attracting little or no 


attention. 
Farewell Drink Is Taken. 


Just before the party bought tickets they 
took a farewell drink in a saloon near the 
Union station. Cooke took a bourbon high- 
ball and drank it down with a relish, it being 
the first drink he'd taken for several days, 
in fact, since he took up his residence at 
the county jail. 

Going down to Joliet none of the party 
did much talking at first. By common con- 
sent the troubles of Cooke were a subject 
carefully avoided. The talk was about the

CHICAGO AIRS MONEY VIEWS 


Bankers Visit Washington and 
Confer on Currency Legislation 


ALDRICH BILL WILL PASS. 


* 


Western Sentiment Expected to Aid in 
Shaping Finally That Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—[{Special.]— 
4 u result of the visit here of several repre- 
sentative Chicago bankers, there is a much 
better feeling on both sides regarding the out- 
come of financial legislation at this session. 
of congress. The Chicago delegation arrived 
and departed so quietly that their presence 
was scarcely known except to senators and 
representatives with whom they talked and 
to whom they presented the prevailing idea 
in the west as to the best form of an emer- 
gency currency. 

The callers included John J. Mitchell of the 
Illinois Trust company, Charles G. Dawes 
of the Central Trust company, George E. 
Roberts of the Commercial National bank, 
George M. Reynolds of the Continental Na- 
tional bank, and Medill McCormick. 

They had interviews with Senator Aldrich, 
chairman of the senate finance committee, 
and Speaker Cannon. Provisions of the 
Aldrich bill as it now stands were explained, 
and it was shown there had been great con- 
cessions, particularly in the direction of the 
extension of bonds, which may be used asa 
basis for circulating notes, so as to include 
securities like those issyed by the drainage 
district and park board in Chicago. Besides, 
the bill has been broadened in e great many 
other particulars, so that even at it will ap- 
pear when reported to the senate, which 
will be before next Monday, it will@e much 
more in harmony with the western ideas 
than at first, although, of course, it will not 
in its present form meet the views of experi- 
enced bankers in Chicago, Cleveland, St. 
Louls, Omaha, and other western cities, 
where commercial paper is much more com 
mon collateral than listed bonds. 


Gratifying to West. 

Provisions have been introduced into the 
Aldrich bill, however, as a result of which 
any body having the taxing power as soon 
as it has issued a new series of bonds may 
submit them to the treasury department 
and receive a clean bill of financial health. 
The result will be that there will always 
be on hand a preferred list of securities on 
which bankers can be certain they will be 
given emergency currency on demand. This 
provision, with the extension of the list to 
subsidiary corporations and a provision for 
satisfactory geographical distribution of 
emergency currency, has been particularly 
gratifying to western people, and has done 
much to promote a more conciliatory frame 
of mind on both sides. 

The Aldrich bill cannot get through the 
senate for a month or six weeks and it may 
be longer. The senate bill as finally passed 
will be taken up in the house. There will 
still be a chance of amendment there, and 
while no radical asset banking proposition 
can possibly be passed through the 
lower house of congress, it is possible 
and in fact probable that some form of a 


‘| compromise which will permit the issue of 


emergency currency upon deposited com- 
mercial collateral may be put through, pro- 
vided sufficient public sentiment in its be- 
half can be worked up. 

It has been suggested as a reasonable basis 
for compromise that, in addition to bonds and 
other securities provided for now in the 
Aldrieh bill, some sort of a scheme might 
be devised by which the government would 
issue guaranteed emergency circulation on 
commercial paper actually deposited with 
and guaranteed by clearing house associa- 
tions in different cities. 


Democratic Fiat Money Plan. 

This is the germ of the basis of compromise 
originally suggested by Senator Allison. It 
is only a suggestion as yet and details have 
never been worked out. It is, however, evi- 
dently a step toward the goal which the 
American Bankers’ association and others 
hope to reach, which is to put into the hands 
of the banks the right to issue a circulating 
medium based on their general assets and 
sustained by a reserve and government in- 
spection the same as deposits are today, one 
form of indebtedness being practically the 
same as the other. | 

It seems to have béen agreed by the demo- 
crats in the senate that they will support an 
unadulterated flat’ money proposition. That 
is to say, they propose to confer upon the 
government the right to issue its own notes, 
the result of this position being to line up the 
republican members for the Aldrich bill as 
it will be reported with amendments men- 
tioned and numerous others previously 
agreed to. 

Their program is to put it through substan- 
tially as it stands. They particularly desire 
to avoid all extraneous ideas like the insur- 
ance of deposits. The bill at least will pro- 
vide for nothing except an emergency cur- 
rency. 


Congress Fears Radicalism. 

The result is that if there is an amendment 
worked out along the line indicated it would 
have to be put on the bill in the house a 
couple of months or so from now. There is 
time for such an idea to be preached and for 
western members to be brought to see that 
the inclusion of commercial collateral] in se- 
curity for emergency currency, if it can be 
done with entire safety to the government, 
would be a good thing. The present senti- 
ment of the house, as of the senate, ie against 
guch an idea in part, largely because mem- 
bers are opposed to what is called asset 
banking and are afraid on the eve of the 
presidential election of indorsing any radical 
departure from existing currency ideas. 

It would be too much to say that the vague 
suggestion made by Senator Allison some 
time ago and now being revived in infiuen- 
tial quarters will ultimately be incorporated 
in the new currency law, but there is a good 
chance for such a thing if western public 
sentiment, especially outside of the large 
cities, seems to demand it.

FOR PRIMARY BILL 


India Rubber Oglesby Meas- 
ure Will Bounce Into the 
House Again Today. 


SPONSORS STILL IN HOPE. 


For the Third Time the Support- 
ers Say the State Is Near 
a Direct Vote.

Springfield. III., Jan, 28.—[Special. I- Again 
a crisis. This is the most critical crisis of 
all the crises. That India rubber Oglesby 
bill, which has the durability of a pair of 
corduroy trousers; combined with the perse- 
verance of a law of nature, makes its third 
appearance in the house of representatives 
tomorrow morning, asking for passage. 

If seventy-seven représentatives vote for 
it, Illinois will have a direct plurality pri- 
mary law, assuming that Gov. Deneen’s sig- 
nature is assured, and the firet test of the 
direct nomination system ina state which in- 
cludes a city with so great a population and 
with sq many diversified political interests 
as Chicago will be made in August. 

Thie time the Oglesby measure is in the 
shape of a sengte bill. It was advanced to 
third reading in the house this morning with- 
out amendment. It does not carry an emer- 
‘gency clause. Seventy-seven votes settle 
it, and the long drawn out, bitterly contested 
fight over primary legislation will be ended. 


; 
Say They Have the Votes. 

Direct primary advocates believe they have 
the votes. So did the house organization a 
week ago when there was another crisis and 
when the Shanahan delegate convention bill 
was up for passage. The organization was 
misled and the hopeful advocates of direct 
primaries may be also. 

The latter have the promises of enough 
members to pass their bill. The organization 
had enough promises, but it went to the bad 
on votes. Statesmen have learned that a 


| zeal for direct primary when direct primaries 
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could not be had has made it embarrassing 
now that they can be had. In consequence 
there are many vacant democratic seats

In putting the Oglesby bill to third reading 
the direct primary advocates had little or no 
trouble. They would have had a great deal 
if Representative David Shanahan, Speaker 
Shurtleff; and other members of the organ- 
ization had wanted to make it for them. As 
it was, Representative Anton of- 
fered several amendments which did not at- 
tempt to change the measure in any essential 
respect, but which would have made it nec- 
essary for the bill to go back to the senate 
for concurrence even if the house had 
passed it. 


Pile Up Trouble for Senate. . 


The plan is to make one bite of this cherry 
this time, and leave nothing at which the 


esteemed senate can nibble, unless it wants | 


to nibble its finger tips. For that reason Mr. 
Cermak’s propositions were not received on 
their merita but were treated as dangerous 
regardless of their subject matter. 

Mr. Shurtleff feared that the house would 
attempt to evade the motion to amend the 
bill and in doing so would break a quorum, 
thus making it impossible to transact any 
business. He requested each member who 
refused to vote to arise and announce that he 
was present and not voting. 

The roll call finally sho 73 votes against 
the amendments, three for them, and eleven 
not voting. The Oglesby bill people were 
immediately encouraged to believe that they 
could at least gather in the other four neces- 
sary to make a constitutional majority, but 
their opponents said that ¢ vast difference 
would be found between voting against an 
amendment and voting for the bill. 


Cannot Survive Another Burial, 


Even the many lived Oglesby bill hardly 
can survive another death, and tho vote this 
time should dispose of it effectually one way 
or another. If it be defeated it does not 
seem: probable that the direct primary idea 
will get on its feet again in the legislature. 
Any further efforts will be directed to passing 
a convention bill or adopting a resolution 
for à recess. ; 

It had been the plan to adjourn sine die 
the passage of the bill, if it is to be passe 

ut now it is suggested that a recess should 
be taken, the asylum investigating com-

The real wonder is that it did not extend to 
the Gage Bros. and Theodore Ascher bufld- 
ings, as neither is protected on the rear with 
steel shutters. The upper half of the win- 
dows are protected with fire glass, but the 
lower sash is just ordinary glass, every pane 
of which was broken by the heat in all three 
buildings.“

She told me that she had seen me go to 
the Omaha and remain in Mr. Guerin’s office 
more than an hour,“ continued the witness.

Mrs. McDonald, however, declared 
she had seen me from a cab across the street.

Harry Feldman 
then told us to go, as he did not want a scene 
there, because most of the, people presen 
knew him. We left the restaurant. 

„We had gone less than a block when Mrs. 
McDonald caught up with us and renewed 
her quarrel We argued with her to be still 
and she started at me. Archie then ordered 
a cab, and as we got in and drove away she 
shouted that she would prove her assertions 
by her private detective she had hired to 
watch Webster.“ 

It is contended that it was the unwarranted 
jealousy of Mrs. McDonald, aroused by the 
present Mrs. Guerin, then Avis Dargan, in 
the Guerin studio, that prompted her to do 
the shooting, being ignorant or overlooking 
the fact that at that time Miss Dargan was 
engaged to marry Archie. 

Mrs. Guerin, who is à tall, good looking 
blonde, told her story without any display of 
undue animus. She smiled much of the time 
and occasionally looked directly at the figure 
in black in the defendant's chair. Mrs. Me- 
Donald's cold, stolid demeanor was conspicu- 
ously moved by the young woman's story. 


Kissing at Dinner Party.

All the Union Traction and Under- 
lying Corporations’ Property. 


After today it will be the Chicago Rail- 
Ways company inetead of the Union Trac- 
tion company. At least that wae the pro- 
gram last night. For the time being it will 
be more a change in name than anything 
else, but it will allow the new company to 
accept its franchise ordinance, and after

The last work on the lease whereby the 
present Union Traction properties are to 
be transferred to the Chicago Railways com- 
pany was done yesterday. All it needs now 
is the signatures of Receivers Sampsell and 
Blair.

The lease will be direct to the Chicago 
Railways company. It has been drawn on 
the lines of the order of Judge Grosscup, and 
will vest in the Railways company all the 
rights, title, and estate the Union Traction 
and its underlying companies now hold in 
the north and west side street car systems. 
The Railways company will be put in im- 
mediate possession. 

This does not mean any change in the run- 
ning of the system.

Ten states now have adult 
probation laws. Of these the pioneer, Massa- 
chusetts, has had it in successful operation 
for thirty years, and the judges and officials 
of that conservative commonwealth are en- 
thustastic in its praise. 

Its economic value must appeal to all; 
instead of locking up the petty offender, and 
thus at the same time degrading him and 
depriving those dependent upon him of their 
only means of support, it leaves him free, 
subject to proper supervision and control, to 
pursue his regular occupation and to rehabil- 
tate himself in his own and the community's 
good opinion. 

„Tou will note that the bill does not apply 
at all to violent crimes, such as robbery and 
assault with intent to kill, and to the felonies 
covered by it only when it is a first offense.”’

Accompanying the proclamation is the text 
of an agreement signed today, the feature 
of which is found in article 1: 

It is agreed, on the part of the French

Cummins as a Possibility. 

Albert B. Cummins, governor of the great 
ogricultural state of Iowa, is one of the 
candidates who is not actually a candidate at 
all. He has been classed as such, however, 
in these ballots, and while it would be un- 
fair to pass him over, it would be equally 
unfair to argue from the small number of 
mentions he has received that he is not even 
a remote presidential quantity. 

Gov. Cummins represents an idea in Iowa. 
He has been an exponent of the theory that 
the government should regulate the railroads 
and he has done considerable regulating on 
his own behalf in his own state. In fact, the 
governor is in a state of constant warfare 
with the railroad interests. He alwayssleeps 
on his arms, because he knows that every 
skirmish is likely to develop into a pitched 
battle. He and Secretary Shaw probably rep- 
resent, as well as any one else, the extremes 
of Iowa politics. They could split up the state 
between them nicely, but neither could carry 
it — in the face of the opposition of the 
other. ; | 

Secretary Shaw is assumed to represent the 
more conservative element in republican poli- 
tics. He is a standpatter on the tariff and an 
opponent of Cummins on general principles. 
The governor, on the other hand, is unde- 
niably progressive. Until the last statement 
was issued from the White house, he was a 
vehement advocate of a third term for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He was undoubtedly one of 
the originators of the plan of railway regu- 
Like La Follette, Folk, and Hughes, 
he has achieved a desirable reputation as a 
man who did things. He believes in tariff 
revision and is consistent in his opposition 
to Secretary Shaw. 


Forces Join on Roosevelt. 

With the state so eplit up into factions as 
Iowa of late has been it seems impossible to 
believe that either Cummins or Shaw could 
get anywhere near the ‘republican presiden- 
tial nomination or even one for the second 
place. Iowa is essentially a Roosevelt state. 
It is almost exclusively agricultural. It is 
dotted with smaller cities which are models 


cause in their two states the transportation 
companies dominate all the other financial 
interests, and at one time undoubtedly con- 
trolled the two state governments. 


Demand Radical for President. 

As a matter of figures, as I have said, 
Gov. Cummins barely escapes the scatter- 
ing class. Out of 5,830 ballots for first 
choice he has but eleven. and eight of those 
are in his own state, Yet he is mentioned 
thirty-five times for second choice and thirty- 
eight times for third choice. 

This means that in spite of the fact that 
he has not been an avowed candidate for 
the presidency, but is working to succeed 
Senator Allison, he has been mentioned on 
eighty-three ballots as a presidential pos- 
sibility. 

The interest in Cummine, therefore, cen- 
ters largely in the comments on the ballots 
themselves as going to show that, while the 
governor is a favorite with the Roosevelt 
republicans, he ie still more with these who 
believe in tariff reform. One of the active 
republican committeemen of lowa writes this 
across a corner of his ballot: 

“There will be a landslide for Bryan if 
a standpat president is nominated.“ 


SEEK TO CURB ALL TRUSTS. 


Resolutions Adopted in Chicago Last 
October Are Presented to Presi- 
dent and Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 28.—In accordance 
with the action of the national conference 
on trusts, held in Chicago last October, res- 
olutions in advocacy of reform legislation 
were today presented to President Roosevelt 
and congress by Seth Low of New York, 
Samuel Gompere, president of the Amer- 
ican Federatioin of Labor, and James C Con- 
nell, president of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists. 

The recommendations are for a law per- 
mitting pooling agreements among railroads 
subject to the approval and supervision of 
the interstate commerce commission; for 
the creation of a commission to consider the 
entire subject of business and industrial 
combinations; to amend and broaden the 
Sherman anti-trust law, and to provide for 
the supervision. of great producing and man- 
ufacturing associations. 

It is understood the president made no 
expression of his views on the subjects dealt 
with.

LANSING, MICH.—By a vote of 47 to 53, the con- 
stitutional convention rejected a proposal to es- 
tublish a public utilities commission to govern all 
lighting, water, tranaportation, and power com- 
panies in the state.

“It is further agreed that on the basis 
of the reports of the commission the gov- 
ernments shall enter on an exchange of 
views to the end that if possible all causes 
of complaint may be removed. 

Article 4. This additional agreement 
shall be in force Feb. 1, 1908, and shall con- 
tinue so long as the agreements signed on 
Mey 28, 1898, and Aug. 20, 1902, shall re- 
main in force.” . é 

Each Party Protected. 

The agreement differs substantially from 
various trade arrangements which have pre- 
ceded it. The important difference is the 
method employed to protect each party from 
that form of tariff manipuiation which con- 
sists in arbitrarily increasing the duty on 
certain articles as a basis for obtaining ad- 
ditional concessions. 

It is provided that the abatement of duty 
on French champagne shall be conditional 
only, and that the old rates may be re- 
stored whenever the president shall become 
convinced that France is increasing the du- 
tles on imports from America. France is 
granted privilege to apply maximum du- 
ties on American products when satisfied 
America is increasing duties on French 
goods. 

It is explained at the state department that 
no considerable reduction of French du- 
ties on American products are recorded in 
this new arrangement, for the reason Amer- 
ica already has been enjoying minimum tariff 
rates in many cases, by special concession 
of France. 


France Favored America. 


In the preceding Franco-American reci- 
procity agreement, made in 1902, the duty 
on American coffee (nearly all from Porto 
Rico) was suspended for one year, at the 
expiration of which time heavy duties were 
to be applied. France desired a reduction of 
the American duty on champagne, but this 
was denied by the American government on 
the ground the agreement of 1902 practically 
contained the degree of equivalency contem- 
plated by the Dingley act; and tha make 
further concessions to France would be to 
bestow upon her a preponderance of. favors 
exchanged. But this government promised 
that if in the future reduced duties on cham- 
pagnes were granted to any other nation the 
same privilege would be extended to French 
champagnes. So the French government 
for more than four years has delayed the 
application of duties on Porto Rican coffees. 
It has resisted the demand of French olive 
growers for the application of maximum du- 
ties on American cotton seed oil, refused to 
accede to demands of Russia for increased 
duties on American petroleum, and declined 
to accede to all demands for discrimination 
against America. 


FIND CLEWS IN BOMB MYSTERY. 


Police Suspect Saloonkeeper Brennan 
May Have Been Victim of a 
Vengeful Rival. 


Two clews, which may lead to the solution 
of the mystery of the explosion of bomb No. 
15 in the rear of the saloon of Edward F. 
Brennan, 6310 Cottage Grove avenue, Mon- 
day night, occupied the attention of four 
men from the detective bureau yesterday. 
They now hope to clear up the entire list of 
explosions. 

One theory is that the explosive may have 
been placed on the roof of Brennan’s bil- 
liard hall by some one in the employ of a 
man alleged to have been Brennan's rival for 
many years. Brennan, however, believes 
this man had no hand in the matter. 

The other theory is that R’°rnan was the 
victim of revenge, becau e tstimony 
which he gave before the gland jury in No- 
vember. 


| TWO CHILD THIEVES IN COURT. 


Wealthy St. Louis Brewer Seeks to Gain 
Possession of Their Boy Through 
Habeas Corpus Proceedings. 


St. Louis. Mo., Jan. 28.—[Special.]—Will- 
lam J. Lemp, son of the late millionaire brew- 
er, and since his father’s death president of 
the Lemp Brewing company of St. Louis, to- 
day filed habeas corpus proceedings against 
his wife, Mrs. Lillian Handlan Lemp, to ob- 
tain possession of their 7 year old son. 

Justice Bland of the State Court of Appeals 
issued an order requiring Mrs. Lemp to pro- 
duce’ the boy in court on Feb. 4. Lemp has 
issued a statement giving as the cause of the 
separation the fact that the continued dis- 
agreements between himself and Mrs. Lemp 
might have a bad moral effect upon their 
child. 

Mrs. Lemp before her marriage on Oct. 24, 
1899, was Miss Lillian Handlan, daughter of 
A. H. Handlan, a wealthy manufacturer. 
Throughout the west she was known as “ the 
lavender lady.“ 

One of the reasons said to have been as- 
signed by Mrs. Lemp for not wanting the 
boy ‘to visit his father atthis office is that on 
the occasion of these visits his father takes 
him to the brewery stable and shows the boy 
the donkey which he began to ride when he 
was 3 years old and which he has not ridden 
since his parents separated.

Roused by Sollitt’s Resolution. 


The resolution which caused so much ex- 
citement in the house was introduced: by 
Representative Oliver P. Sollitt of Chicago. 
The document purported to do nothing more 
than provide that the present investigation 
be broadened in order to include every insti- 
tution in the state. Representative Sollitt 
proposed that this should be done immediate- 
ly by dividing the entire legislature into sub- 
committees, sending them to all the state 
institutions, and returning with reports by 
1 o’clock Friday afternoon. | 

“The public mind has been influenced by 
the published reports of horrors and the 
people should know at once whether such 
conditions prevail in all or but a few of the 
state asylums,“ concluded Mr. Sollitt. 

No sooner had the speaker resumed his seat 
than a score of men were on their feet clam- 
oring for recognition. ‘They thought they 
saw the hand of Gov. Deneen in this reso- 
lution, and professed to believe that this was 
an attempt to stop further digging into the 
asylum records by making the time too short 
to secure results, 


Sees Attempt to Whitewash. 


“This is a bold attempt to whitewash all 
of the. charitable institutions,“ shouted 
Douglas Pattison, minority leader of the 
house, when he succeeded in getting recog- 
nition. “Anybody can see what the source 

of this resolution ‘is with but a- glance be- 
‘neath the surface. I am surprised at the 
audacity of such a move.“ a

them.

Officials Invite Inquiry. 

Mrs. Hamlin denies the suicide stories 
told by the attendants. The detailed state- 
ment of Hamlin's spring with a shout of 
Here goes nothing is a lie, she says, pure 
and simple. 

Representative Hearn brought these facts 
ouf, and, after pointing out the seriousness 
of the situation, asked that an investigation 
be made at once. Not a voice was raised in 
opposition to the resdlution. 

Gov. Deneen and Secretary William C. 
Graves of the state board of charities both 
indicated their willingness to assist in get- 
ting at the real state of affairs by turning 
the report of all the accidents and violent 
deaths at Bartonville over to the investigat- 
ing committee. Gov. Deneen said he was 
willing, if the committee desired, that this 
report be made public. . 

Chairman Hill of the investigating com- 
mittee, however, said that the report would 
be used only for reference purposes and that 
nothing would be gained by making it public. 

One more complaint was added to the al- 
ready long list which is to be investigated

insane asylum. 
John H. Soldwedel, city clerk of Pekin, told 


Representative. Manny of the investigating 
committee of the cases of two girls who had 
been “permitted to wander away from the 
home, only to be waylaid by men ona house- 
boat and kept there practically prisoners for 
some days. 

One of the girls, after many hours, escaped 
from the boat without a stitch of clothing 
and was found a few hours later wandering 
in a railroad yard in Pekin in this condition. 
The other girl was rescued from the boat 


Because of the part the men who had kid- 
naped the girls had played in the affair, they 
were indicted on a serious charge. Nothing, 
however, was done to the asylum officials, 
whose laxity was declared to have been the 
cause of the escapes, thus making the crime 
possible. 

Blames Evils on “Kindness.” 

“This is all due to the fact that Supt. 
George Zeller will not have a fence about 
the institution,” said Mr. Soldwedel. He 
has an idea that he can take care of these 
inmates by kindness. While that is all 
right, it is being carried to an extreme when 
all the fences are taken down and any 
patient who wants to can walk away. 

„Property owners about the Bartonviile 
asylum declare that property values have 
dropped 10 per cent merely because they 
never know when they are to be victims of, or 
have as a guest, a raving maniac.” 

In the evening Supt. H. B. Carriel of the 
Jacksonville Central hospital, denied the 
assertions made by membe! 
board of charities, relating to his reputed 
refusal to follow their recommendations. 
The three drownings there, he said, were not 
the result of negligence or failure on his

of five inmates of the Bartonville asylum 
from violent causes. The deaths are of the 
following patients: 

November, 1907—Mary Polack of Dunning; 
found dead in ravine two miles from insti- 
tution. 

November, 1907—Arena Longmelier; found 
Gead in ravine near institution. 

November, 1e07—George Wright died as 
8 pneumonia and a scald while being 

ed. 

January, 1008—Lucy Anderson; burned to 
death in tuberculosis camp. . 

January, 1008—William Patchett, escaped 
patient; killed man at Chestnut, III. 

The investigation undoubtedly will be con- 
ducted along two lines. 

First—To ascertain whether carelessness 
has caused any of the deaths and whether 
they can be laid to lax methods. 

Second—To discover how many of them are 
the result of the “nonrestraint’’ system 
‘as it has been practiced at the Bartonville 
asylum by Dr. Zeller, the superintendent. 

The nonrestraint system has been watched 
with the utmost interest by authorities in 
insanity over the entire country during the 
last two years or more. It was instituted in 
1905, at which time Dr. Zeller took down 
$6,000 worth of heavy wire screens and stored 
them in the cellars, took out every crib,”’ 
** camisole,”’ straitjacket, threw away 
handcuffs and chains, and likewise the keys 
to all but the violent wards. 

The system has generally been admitted 
a success as far as discipline and general 
results go. The patients have improved in 
disposition, the outbursts and “ disturbed ” 


‘periods have been much less frequent. Wom- 


en nurses have been able to accomplish 
without force what has required men nurses 
and chains in other institutions. 

In spite of this, however, the principle of 
nonrestraint now faces its most serious crisis 
in the investigation. If it is found that at Bar- 
tonville the percentage of escapes is higher 
in a marked degree than in other institutions 
of the state and that the disasters resulting 
from them are much more numerous, it may 
be decided by the legislature that the safety 
of the few outweighs the comfort of the 
— 5 and the experiment may come to an 
end. 

It is not expected the investigation of the 
two accidental deaths on the grounds will 
lead to any sensational results. They were 
deaths such as happen in any institution 
under the most rigid care. 

In the case of Wright, who was scalded 
Nov. 15, he was being bathed and the nurse 
in charge was running more hot water into 
the tub. In spite of the nurse's efforts, the 
patient stuck his foot into the water and re- 
ceived a scald. He was confined to his bed 
and while there wag attacked with pneu- 
monia, dying eleven days later. ie sre 

At the request of the hospital authorities 
the coroner’s jury ascribed the cause to the 
scald, though there is doubt about the real 
cause of death. 

Lucy Anderson of Champaign had been an 
oocupant of the tent colony: for consump- 
tives for a year and a half. On the 18th of 
January, during the early evening, she ig- 
nited her dress from the stove in the tent. 
Two nurses and a physician who were close 
at hand chased the screaming woman all 
over the grounds, but were unable to catch 
her before she was fataily burned.

But when men 
are given such power over others as the 
guards at Pontiac had precautions should 
be taken against their abuse of power. 
If they had been taken the reformatoty 
would not now be under the limelight. 


LET THE GOVERNOR EXPLAIN. 

Members of the state board of charities 
have said considerable in the way of ex- 
planation or apology about bad conditions 
in the charitable institutions. The state 


‘poard, whose duty it is to investigate the 


institutions and report to the governor, is 
appointed by him. So are the trustees 
of the different institutions. While the 
appointment of superintendents is left to 
the trustees, they are not in the habit of 
selecting men who are not satisfactory to 
the governor. They are usually ruled by 
his wishes. The proper administration of 
the charities of the state rests largely 
with the governor. 

Yet Gov. Deneen has not opened his 
lips concerning a subject which affects 
him and the people of Illinois so much. 
There are occasions when silence is digni- 
fied and expedient, but this is not one of 
them. The people ate anxious to know 
and the people have a right to know what 
explanations the governor has to offer. 

The great offense of previous adminis- 
trations was that politics dominated the 
state institutions. It was hoped that 
under this administration politics had been 
banished from them. But one of the 
members of the state board says that po- 
litical influence has kept in place the un- 
desirable superintendent of one institu- 
tion. If Gov. Deneen shall fail to take 
notice of this and some other statements 
of his appointees the public will be forced 
to bellere that they are correct. 

The state board of charities raported 
to the governor from time to time what- 


ever it found amiss in different institu- 


tions, but it is only recently that the pub- 
lic has heard anything of those reports. 
The governor should explain why the evils 
thus brought to his notice were not reme- 
died or why, if they were irremediable, he 
did not lay all the facts before the legis- 
lature and ask for its codperation in the 
work of reform. He has been mute too 


long. a 


GIVE, RATHER THAN TAKE AWAY. 
The community regrets that the city’s 
financial condition restrains Controller 
Wilson, in making up his estimates, from 
granting the health department the aid 
that it aske for the current year. Instead 
of an appropriation of $842,400 desired 
by Dr. Evans for his bureau he will have 
$550,000. The sum is less by $45,182 
than was expended by his office in 1907. 

It has been a long while since Chicago 
has had an officer who has taken the 
active interest in the welfare of the pub- 
lic as has Dr. Evans. There are no 
drones in his department. His lieuten- 
anta are keen, bright, industrious. Mayor 
Busse has said that he knows of no health 
bureau possessing greater scientific em- 
ciency and more dynamic force. The 
careless practicing physicians have been 
forced to regard the rules that are made 
to govern the profession. From day to 
day doctors have been fined by the judicial 
courts because of infractions of the healt 
laws. 

The result is that the death rate has 
been cut down. People are being edu- 
cated in the ways of knowing how to 
avoid diseases. All classes—the laboring 
man as well as the millionaire—are being 
taught that it is cheaper to be well than 
sick. 

For many years previous to the election 
of Mayor Busse the department of health 
often was considered a joke. Water from 
the lake was tested and the public, from 
day to day, was told that the supply from 
this or that erib was good or that it was 
bad. That was about all. When there 
was an epidemic, like diphtheria or small- 
pox, the reporters got the news from 
sources other than the city hall. The 
health commissioner was merely a friend 
of the mayor, selected without regard 
to his medical learning. When he felt 
like it he went to the health office; when 
he didn’t he found a convenient loafing 
place and, surrounded by a few com- 
panions, talked about fishes and foxes 
rather than germs and filth. It’s different 
now. 

On the day Dr. Evans was sworn in as 
commissioner, abandoning a practice that 
paid him five times more than ‘his present 
salary, he said: “ My only aim is to make 
Chicago the healthiest city in all the 
world.” 

He is trying to do that, but he cannot 
accomplish much if the city is to be 
stingy with him. 


THE WHITE PLAGUE. 

The Glackin bill, enabling cities and 
villages to establish sanitariums for the 
treatment of consumption, ought to pass. 
Under its provisions a referendum vote 
may be taken on the question of estab- 
lishing public tuberculosis hospitals. If 
the vote is favorable a tax not to exceed 
4 mills on the dollar may be levied and 
collected to provide the necessary funds 
for the founding and maintenance of such 
an institution under the management of 
a board of three trustees to be appointed 
by municipal authorities. 

The proposition has the support of the 
entire body of physicians in the state, and 
is specially urged by those who have 
undertaken the fight against the most 
destructive of the diseases which war 
against humanity. The health officials 
of the larger cities advocate its adop- 
tion. The people generally will be grat- 
ified with the opportunity it gives for 
a long needed institution. 

Physicians believe that by vigorous 


| fighting the ravages of tuberculosis can be 


checked. Well equipped hospitals to 
which sufferers may be taken at once 
when unfavorable symptoms appear are 
absolutely necessary in such a contest. 
For a long time people have been inclined 
to shake the head and say “poor fel- 
low when the word “consumption” has 
been used of an invalid. They have be- 
lieved in the hereditary character of the 
disease. They have abandoned thought 
of helping their fellows in such condi- 
tion. 

All that is changed now. The physi- 
cians declare that there is-more than a 
fighting chance when the disease is taken 
in hand in its earlier stages. They be- 


lieve that hereditary consumption is in 
reality a rare incident. They give hope 
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to a great company of despairing souls. 
But to accomplish their ‘purpose in re- 
ducing the mortality from tuberculosis 
they must have facilities of a special 
sort, 

The people are quite giten to vot- 
ing in favor of bonds for public improve- 
ments. Sometimes they do not stop to 
realize that every such majority vote car- 
ries with it an increase in/taxation. Some- 
times they are inclined a ards to find 
fault when the tax bill shows a marked 
advance over that of the previous year. 
But there is little doubt that they would 
welcome the opportunity of taxing them- 
selves for the establishment and support 
of an institution which would be of 80 
great value to humanity as a tubercu- 
losis. sanitarium would be, according to 
the belief of many physicians who havé 
made the dread disease a careful study.

Laura de Vilna, and 
it is precisely beeause his father was con- 
sidered in Austria and by his relatives to 
have made a mésalliance that he, the son of 
the union, has been debarred from all those 
prerogatives and advantages, both official 
and social, that are the birthright of those 
members of the Austrian and Hungarian 
aristocracy who can show the necessary 
genealogical qualifications—that is to say, ab- 
sence of any mésalliance on the part of an- 
éestors for a number of generations back. 

It is just because Count Rudolph Festetics’ 
position in Austria and Hungary is an awk- 
ward one that he spends so much of his life 
abroad. His mother lives altogether in Paris, 
and is totally unknown in the great world of 
Vienna and Budapest. He is only distantly 
related to Count Tassilo Festetics, the chief 
of the family, the proprietor of the great 
family estates, and the grand master of the 
Hungarian court. 

Tasailo Festetics is married to Lady Mary 
Hamilton, daughter of the tenth duke of 
Hamilton and of his royal wife, Princess 
Mary of Baden. Her former marriage with 
the now reigning prince of Monaco was an- 
nulled, both by the church of Rome and by 
the courts, on the ground that she had been 
forced into it against her wish by her mother 
and by her kinsman Napoleon III. It took 
place at the Tuileries. 

— 

Apropos of the prince of Monaco, it may 
be worth while to point out that members of 
the Grimaldi family, of which. he is the chief, 
have made their home in this country, nota- 
bly the Countess Grimaldi, who was for so 
many years Lady Superior of the convent of 
St. Regis, on Washington Heights, in New 
York. The Grimaldis hail originally from 
Genoa, and weré, indeed, one of the four 
great héuses of the patriciate of that re- 
public, and have held the lordship (and later 
on the principality) of Monaco ever since 980. 

One of the Grimaldis, Admiral Raymond by 
name, was lord high admiral of France under 
the reign of King Philippe le Bel. Anthony 
Grimaldi was likewise a famous admiral, and 
eo, too, was John, who, in 1481, defeated 
in @ great naval battle and completely de- 
stroyed the fleet of the Venetian republic, 
Charles Grimaldi rendered great services by 
land and by sea to King Philippe of Valois 
in the latter’s war against the English and 
was severely wounded at the battie of Crecy. 
Honoré Grimaldi received from France the 
duchy and peerage of Valentinois asa reward 
for having allied himself to the fortunes of 
France, and until the present reign the title 
of the duke of Vaientinois was invariably 
used by the heir apparent of the principality. 

Cardinal Dominic Grimaldi took part in the 
battle of Lepanto and quite a number of other 
Grimaldis have been princes of the church. 
There have been Grimaldis who have been 
marshals of France and others who have 
been grandees of Spain. One of them was 
captain of the archers of the guard to King 
Henry I. of England. They have been limned 
by Rubens and storied by Boccaccio. 

—— 

The family is still represented in the male 

line in Genoa and in England. But the 


Monaco and French branches became extinct 


in the middle of the eighteenth century with 
the death of Prince Anthony Grimaldi with- 
out male issue. His daughter, however, 
Loulse, duchess of Valentinois, married 
Francois de Matignon, count de Thorigny, 
and in accordance with her father’s bequest 
and the sanction of the, king of France, her 
husband assumed the honors, the arms, and 
the names of the Grimaldis. 

It is from this union that the present prince 
of Monaco is descended, although there are 
a number of mésalliances since then in his 
ancestry. For his grandmother on the 
father’s side was Caroline Gibert, the daugh- 
ter of a,pork butcher or charcutier in a small 
way in one of the cheaper districts of Paris. 
Her father had befriended the man who be- 
came her husband in the days when, prior to 
his aceession to the throne, he was earning 
a precarious livelihood as a fourth rate actor 
of the Ambigu theater in the French metrop- 
olis. 

The Grimaldi palace occuples.the site of an 
old time temple to Heracles, dates back in 
its present condition to the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and is famous for the great Hercules 
loggia, 200 feet long, which looks out upon 
the courtyard and is decorated with remark- 
able frescoes by the Genoese painter, Fer- 
rari. In the throneroom is an exquisite white 
marble chimney, on which is emblazoned the 
inscription, ‘‘ The man who pretends to know 
God and does not keep his commandments 


is a liar.”’ 
— 


The Roman academy of the Arcadi, to 
which Mgr. George Mundelein, chancellor of 
the diocese of Brooklyn, has just been elect- 
ed as its only American member, was found- 
ed in 1690 in the Eternal city by Crescimbeni, 
a famous Italian poet, for the particular pur- 
pose of reviving the study of poetry. 

It has numbered among its members popes, 
cardinals, royal princes, great nobles, and 
dignitaries of every description. But in or- 
der to avoid disputes about preéminence at 
the meetings of the academy all appear 
masked, with their faces partly veiled, after 
the manner of the Arcadian shepherds. Each 
member receives on election a name once 
borne by the shepherds of Arcadia. Thus, 
Father Monsabré, the famous French pulpit 
orator, used to be known under the title of 
“ Elisco Elisindo.” The name by which Leo 
XIII., whose election took place in 1832, was 
known among his fellow academicians was 
that ot Leander Heracleus.“ 

On the occasion of some festival he com- 
posed a beautiful ode of Latin distiches in 
honor of the academy, which was remarkable 
not only for the beauty and grace of its style 
but also for its references to Apollo, Venus, 
and mythological deities as divine.”

system under which the charities of Indiana 
are managed is believed to be one of the 
most complete in existence anywhere in the 
United States, and in several cises it has 
been made the model for older states’ enact- 
ments. Kentucky la about to establish a 
state board of charities, modeled after the 
Indiana organization and governed by sim- 
lar statutes, and the new state of Oklahoma 
has just asked the Indiana authorities for 
copies of its laws and reports showing how 
the system has worked. 

The inauguration of a state system of chari- 
ties dates back to the early days of Indiana 
statehood, but for years the system was 


crude, and was subjected to many changes, 


not all of which were for the better. In- 
stitutions for the care of the insane, schools 
for the education of the blind and the deaf 
and dumb, asylums for the care of the coun- 
ty poor, and many other charities were 
established almost cothcident with the adop- 
tion of the first constitution, but the control 
of all these charities was political, and they 
suffered from defects inherent in political 


gained were party spoils. 
Institutions Were Distrusted. 

One of the most potent elements of weak- 
ness under this system was the proneness 
of the party that was out of power never 
to see any good in the management of the 
party in control. Every institution in the 
state thus Was kept in a ferment by partisan 
criticliem, and, instead of being real chari- 
ties, as designed by the state, became too 


much the prey of party spoilsmen and mere 


wheels in the machine of the party that 
happened to be in control. So general was 
the distrust that hundreds of insane persons 
were kept at their homes by relatives be- 
cause of the distrust with which the insti- 
tutions were regarded, for every case of 
brutality, every charge of impure or in- 
adequate food, every sudden death, no mat- 
ter what the cause, was magnified into an 
instance of the cruelty and utter want of 
capacity of the mer at the head of the 

3 charity to which the rumor re- 
a 

In 1889 a local minister went before the 
legislature with a bill that he bad drawn, and 


known as the Indiana board of state chari- 
ties. An appropriation of $5,000 was asked 
for the annual work of the board, its mem- 
bers to be appointed by the governor and to 
serve Without pay. The appropriation was 
to be used to pay a secretary and to provide 
blanks and pay traveling expenses. The 
bill became a law, the first board was or- 
ganized under it, and the machinery of the 
first organized effort for better conditions 
in the state’s charitiés was put in motion. 


Board’s Powers Increased. 

The members of the board were responsible 
to the governor and naturally he became 
their adviser in all matters relating to the 
work in hand. The first effort was directed 
to better conditions in the poor asylums of 
the counties and in the jails, many of which 
were vermin infested and the sexes indis- 
criminately associating. Youths and young 
girls were inéarcerated with hardened crim- 
inals and abandoned women, and in the poor 
asylums of the counties all classes, including 
children of tender years, were daily asso- 
clates. The board’s power was Umited to 
making recommendations, but these often 
came with the force of law and conditions 
began at once to improve. Superintendents 
of these and other institutions, finding them- 
selves uhjustly attacked by a partisan press, 
‘appealed to the board for an investigation, 
and thus by the act increased its powers and 
its authority in the state. Subsequent leg- 
isiatures increased the jurisdiction of the 
board, granted Liberal appropriations, and 
in time every institution in the state passed 
under its furisdiction in respect to visita- 
tion, Investigation, and recommendation. 

Under its administration jails were con- 
demned and new and better arranged struc- 
tures were built; county poor asyhims were 
remodeled, the sexes were separated, the in- 
sane were transferred to better institutiona, 
and better conditions inaugurated. Orphans 
and the children of indigent parents were 
provided with homes and became the wards 
of the state, and regular visits were made 
to these children to see that they were well 
treated and were being brought up under in- 
fluences that would make them honorable 
men and women. Hundreds were thus taken 
from the poor asylums and put in the way of 
becoming useful members of society. 80 
thorough became the work of inspection and 
recommendation in all the state institutions 
that there has not been a breath of scandal 
against one of them in fifteen years, Merit 
has succeeded the political pull in the matter 
of retaining place and in four of the largest 
state institutions the superintendents in 
charge when the board of charities wag es- 
tablished are still in control of the institu- 
tions, and in each of these four Instances the 
superintendent is a democrat. What is true 
of the superintendents in respect to tenure 
is true of employés from the highest to the 
lowest. Changes are infrequent and in no 
case does politics cut any figure. 

The powers of visitation, investigation, 
and recommendation invested in the board 
have grown into powers of actual command, 
and changes recommended by it, though not 
backed by law, have the force of law through 
the public sentiment back of the board. Not 
only does it inquire into all conditions of 
management that affect the state's wards, 
guarding them from wrong, but it inspects 
the provisions made for their support and 
thus exercises a large influence in all ap- 
propriations made for the state institutions. 


Investigations Bring Results. 


Its executive officer visits judges of courts 
in the interest of dependent children; county 
commissioners in the interest of better jails 
and poor asylums; superintendents of state 
institutions in the interest of larger and bet- 
ter accommodations. Thus its activities are 
found in all directions and rarely is an in- 
vestigation made without some substantia) 
result following close upon its heels. 

Out of these activities have come important 
enactments, and all of them related either 
directly or indirectly to a better cofidition of 
manhood and womanhood on the part of the 
dependent. Among the laws which the state 
board of charities has caused to be enacted 
are the following: 

Providing for the care of dependent or 
neglected children. 

Fixing penalties for desertion of children. 

Establishing juvenile courts. 

Establishing boards of children's guar- 
dians. 

Laws governing boys’ reform school and 
state reformatory. 

Law separating girle and women in the 
woman's prison. 

The indeterminate sentence law. 

The adult probation law. 

Law providing for epileptic village. 

In a general way the influence of the state 
board of charities has been felt in all the 
institutions of the state. It has conducted 
some investigations where charges of crue}]- 
ty have been made, and out of these some 
changes have come, but the salutary influ- 
ence of the board has been felt in the secn- 
rity in the discharge of duty, freedom from 
unjust criticism, and a continuing tenure

Both the singers did their utmost to make 
the performance a success, Misa’ Nielsen act- 
ng with’ excellent understanding and ef- 
fectiveness, and singing all of the music in 
a manner which spoke of careful preparation 
and intelligent study of the character of 
Marguerite. She makes the Nuremberg 
maiden a pleasing sight for the eye, cos- 
tumes her neatly and prettily, and when in 
good voice should sing the music 80 as to 
charm and gratify. Mr. Dani's voice is not 
large, but it is of sweetness and has refine- 
ment and nobility of tone to lend it worth, 
and on Wednesday last he showed by his ad- 
mirable singing of the Salve dimora how 
well the Faust music lies for him when he ts 
in condition.

The brilliant feature of the performance 
was the Mephisto of Mr. Segurola. The ex- 
cellent baritone is one of the most consist- 
ent and sane portrayers of the Batanic role 
that has been seen here in many years. He 
has thought out the character carefully and 
he enacts it with an attention to realistic, 


sensible detail that lifts it far above the level 


of the average good presentment of 
Mephisto. In the first place he costumes the 
part with exceptional intelligence. He does 
away with the grotesque garb of flaming red 
which is customary, and using a deep rich 
shade of that color has the costume so fash- 
jloned that it is merely that of a nobleman of 
the period of the Faust story. This course 
makes Mephisto’s first description of himself 
to Faust as a “true gentleman” entirely 
consistent, and also makes his appearance 
among the peasants without arousing their 
attention wholly possible. 

In the scene of the serenade in the third 
act he dressed the fiend in a shade of grayish 
purple, with spleshings of red and a brilliant 
red feather in the cap. Besides thus credibly 
costuming the part, he enacte it so that the 
dominating, impertous spirit of Mephisto 
comes frequently to expression, even though 
the outward deference to Faust is never 
wanting. The fiend is always the master, 
however, and his deference la merely a form 
and seeming. Mr. Segurola’s singing of the 
music calls also for sincerest commendation. 
His voice is well suited to the grateful role, 
and not only the dig numbers, stich as 
the “Calf of Gold and the Serenade, 
are done with telling force and admirabie fin- 
ish, but ali the lesser numbers and the recita- 
tives are handled with uncommon skill. 

Mr. Blanchart makes a good Valentine, al- 
beit his costume and makeup in the third act 
suggests the dude rather than the soldier.

Talk and Music. 

Last evening a mifficient number of people 
to fill about two-thirds of the seats in Or- 
chestra hall assembled there for an evening 
of conversation and pleasant chattering.

All three of 
these are quiet pieces of music—Chopin did 
writesomany such !—and you have to whisper. 
instead of talk out loud if people insist upon 


playing this quiet stuff But the folke in 


the boxes and in the parquet and balcony did 
their best even though it did seem Mr. Ganz 
might have chosen something with more 
noise in it. He redeemed himself consider- 
ably, however, by playing the Dohnanyi C 
major Rhea composition just suited 
to talk against, and he played it with so much 
dash and brilllancy that conversation bright- 
ened right up, talking became general, and 
the fatigue of whispering through most of the 


preceding three numbers was relieved by

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How to Fit a Boned Waist. 

After the fitted lining has been cut outand 
basted up, it should be tried on. It there 
are any alterations necessary, use colored 


thread to indicate where the changes should 


be made. Remove the waist and stitch it 
up outside of the basting so that the waist 
will not be too tight after it has been boned, 
The whalebone should be soaked in water a 
few hours before using it, in order to make It 
more pliable and manageable. When it is 
ready for use remove it from the water and 
dry it carefully and thoroughly. 

Now round it at the top and scrape it off 
on the sides an Inch deep to make the ends 
thinner, Use bias bone casing, one-half 
an inch wide, and form a one inch loop at the 
top of the casing. Lay the center of the ¢as- 
Ing over the seam of the lining and sew it 
down with small running stitches. The caa- 
ing should be carefully put on, full enough 
to wrinkle, so as to allow the whalebone to 


be sprung properly at the waist line, between. 


the lining and the casing. Then insert the 
whalebone and push it up from the lower 
edge of the waist, between the lining and the 
casing, which extends one and one-half 
inches abové the waist Mne. From this tack 
down the bone should be forced to 
make it curve slightly. It is held in position 
and tacked three-quarters of an Inch below 
the waist ine. When boning the back of the 
waist, stitch down the back on each side, 
three-eighths of an inch from the edge, to 
form the casing. Now insert the wh 

and tack it in place, allowing the bones to 
extend on an even line with the rest of the 
seams. 

In a fitted Uning the hooks and eyes should 
be sewed from the eollar to the top of the 
bone alternately, and from the top of the 
hone to the bottom all hooks should be sewed 
on the right side of the back. The hooks and 
eyes should be faced with the remainder of 
the flap, and if there is mot enough of this, 
use a piece of bone casing. Each hook should 
be spread before it is sewed on, as this pre- 
vents it from slipping. 


Homemade Perfume. 

To extract the essence of any flower, put 
layers of any desired flower im an earthen 
jar, covering each layer with salt. Do this 
until the jar is full. Cover closely and set 
in a cool spot. Leave this for a month and 
then strain off the essence by means of a 
press. Put this essence in a bottle and set 
it in the sunshine, where the dew can fall 
on the ‘tightly corked bottle for several 
weeks. A few drops of this clarified essence 
will give a sweet fragrance in a pint of 
water.

To Hold Stepladder. 

There is always danger incurred wheh the 
stepladder is placed on the bare floor while 
cleaning windows, hanging pictures or cur- 
tains, and doing various other things. If 
you will split open two pleces of garden hose 
about four inches long and place them on the 
lower ends of the stepladder, turning them 
up on the sides of the supports and nailing 
them there, you willl always know that no 
risk is run, as the ladder will never slip.

The nursery walls should be covered with 
something that can be washed. Have the 
walls painted or use one of the nursery. wall 
papers which hasa washable surface.

One plan which seldom falls when given a 
good trial is to bind the arms with card- 
board. Have the cardboard come a few 
inches above the elbow and down to the 
wrist, so that the baby cannot bend the el- 
bow to put the thumb or fingers in the mouth.

Supplies on the continent from domestic 
sources were said to be increasing, although 
stocks at the leading centers were-not being 
augumented materially. Weather conditions 
as reported by Broomhall were generally fa- 
vorable, and crop prospects, appear to be 
fairly normal in nearly every country abroad 
The heavy offerings of Argentine wheat, 
moreover, continue to depress the foreign 
spot markets, buyers showing thé’ utmost 
indifference. The tone of early cables from 
Argentina was reasuring, advices from there 
stating that little alarm was manifest re- 
garding reported political troubles which 
were not expected to interfere with ship- 
ments. Later reports were more bullish in 
this regard eather conditions were favor- 


| able in the South American country, 


Put Faith in Light Receipts. 
The bulle are pinning their faith to the ex- 
pected falling “Off tn farm deliveries in ail 
sections. Up to date the heavy run of wheat 
in all directions to primary points has been 
exceedingly disconcerting to bullish plans, 
the movement having continued unusually 
heavy for several weeks longer than was 
confidently ‘predicted at the beginning of the 
season. Advices from southwestern points 
as well as reports from spring wheat sec- 
tions during the day, however, indicated the 
long expected falling off in arrivals would 
soon be realized. St. Louis and Kansas City 
together had 91,000 du against 107,000 bu 
for the corresponding dey last year, while 
receivers generally reported that farm de- 
liveries had stopped short. Northwestern 
receipts, while larger than a year ago, were 
only a littl more than half as large as last 
week, Receipts during the latter part of the 
1907 crop year were unusually large, so it 
la expected from now on the comparison will 
be more bullish. - , 


World’s Stocks Show Increase. 


Bradstreet’s estimate of the world’s avail- 
able supply afforded little bullish comfort 
on analysis, showing an inrtease of 1,942,000 
bu, compared to a decrease for the — 
week last year of 3, C0, 000 du. The — 
pean visible increased 2,212,000 bu, and the 
total European stocks and supplies afloat 
now are 77,960,000 bu, compared to 76,300,- 
000 bu a year ago. With fair shipments from 
this country continuing, and the Argentine 
shipping freely, it is believed Buropean 
stakes will increase, as so far the require- 
ments of importing countries have been 
much overestimated. — 

The local cash demand was not as urgent 
as on the previous day, while export busi- 
ness was absolutely nil, no export sales 
being reported in any direction. Winnipeg 
had 183 cars, against 95 cars a year ago. 
Minneapolis stocks increased 175,000 bu in 
three days. Primary receipts were 462,000 
bu, against 311,000 bu a year ago. Clearances 
were 189,000 bu, or less than a year ago. 
Local cash sales were 85,000 bu. 


Corn Up Early; Down at Close. 
Corn was strong and higher at the start, 
in sympathy with wheat and influenced 
by the lighter receipts than expected and 
firm cables, but the advance was subse- 
quently. lost, final prices showing declines 
of %@%c.

Trading in oats was of moderate propor- 
tions and there was little feature, prices be- 
ing influenced chiefly by the fluctuations in 
wheat and corn. Final prices were not much 
changed. Bradstreet’s increased 103,000 bu. 
Local receipts were heavy—272 cars, but 
only 104 cars are expected today. Primary 
arrivals were 694,000 bu. Shippers com- 
plained of the poor cash demand from the 
east, the inquiry being tame and sales small 
100,000 bu. 

Packers Hammer Hog Products. 

Liberal offerings of product by the large 
local packing interests and country packers 
caused a substantia) setback in provisions.

There is a large degree of certainty that 


the Illinolts Central will enter the money 
market within a few weeks. 48 far as can 
be learned it has a considerable volume of 
floating debt. One of the items is under- 
stbod to be $1,100,000, owed to the United 
States Steel corporation for rails and other 
supplies. The indebtedness is sald to be 
six months overdue. 

One of the causes contributory: to the ap- 
pointment of receivers for the Weating- 
house Electric and Manufacturing company 
Was the fact that the New York Central 
owed the company between $3,000,000 and

ts. Those who control the treasuries 
of leading railroads of the country have. 
their headquarters in New York, where the 
‘gtock and money markets are the important 
‘matters in the daily business of railroad and. 
bank financiers. Those who control the 
‘findneial policy of the railroads are not 
obliged to assume any particular risk in. 
order to make a large amount of easy money 
fm the stock of the railroads which they con- 
‘trol. Should the directors decide, for In- 

ce, that the treasury of the company 
would warrant an increase.of 1 per cent in 
the dividend rate and they should decide to 
dechare it some time in the future,’ they 
would not be speeulating when they began 
to buy the stock of their company on mar- 
gin. It would be a dead certainty. They 
would know that a 1 per cent increase in the 
dividend rate is good for a rise of from 10 
to 20 points in the stock. Then, after pur- 
chasing such amounts as desired, in such 
instances, the information “leaks” out 
that the dividend probably will be increased. 
On this tip buying becomes general.

Money Continues Easy, Banks Report- 
ing Heavy Gains in Surplus.

NEW YORK, Jan. 28. [Special I Prices 
in today’s stock market session displayed 
strength, but as has been the case on previ- 
ous days when this was the underlying 
feature of the trading there was also con- 
siderable irregularity in the movement. The 
actual business of the day came in large 
part from the operations of professiotal 
traders on the floor of the exchange and 
the volume of transactions was well under 
that of Monday. 

Forced covering by a short 5 un- 
certain of its position was responsible for 
the maximum gains scored by such favorites 

of; speculation as Reading. Amalgamated 
Copper, and St. Paul, the outside of these is- 
sues final quotations were only a trifle above 
those at the close on the preceding day. 


 Qurtailment Has Little Effect. 
There was a plain disposition to minimize 
the unfavorable features of the day’s news 
and to make the most of such developments 
as promise better things. In pursuance of 
this policy only passing attention was paid 
by the general market to the anhouncement 


of the reduction in the Big Four divi- 


dend, although the payment. upon this stdek 
was cut from 4 per cent per annum rate to 
2 per cent. Perhaps the fact that the divi- 
dend of another Ime controlled by the New 
York Central, the New York, Chicago and 
St. Louis, was increased from 4 per cent to 
5 per cent was accepted as entirely oestting 
the Big Four’’ curtailment. 

The bond market again suppHed a relative 
ly greater volume of business than the stock 
market, the total sales of over $4,600,000, as 
wae the case on Monday, being diversified 
and plainly a refiection of returning confi- 
dence on the part of the investing public. 

Declare Steel Dividend. 

After the close of business on the stock 
exchange the directors of the United States 
Steel corporation held their regular meet- 
ing, and after declaring the usual quarterly 
dividend on the preferred and common 
stocks reported net earnings for the quarter 

ing Dec. 81 at $82,558,000, as compared 
with $43,804,000 for the previous quarter, and 
$41,744,000 for the December quarter of 1906. 
The surplus after dividend and all charges 
was $3,359,000, a trifle smaller than that of 
the September quarter, and a bit larger than 
that of the December quarter of 1906. The 
earnings for October were the heaviest for 
any month in the corporation's history, while 
those for December, small as they were, 


were safely above the low mark of $2,868,000 


reported for January, 1904. 

As for the current quarter, to which at- 
tention naturally turns, it te safe to assume 
that business thus far has been above that 
for December. The directors reported un- 
filled orders on hand as 4,624,553 tons on 
Dec. 81 last, which is the smallest tonnage 
reported at the close of any quarter since 
Dec. 80, 1904, comparing with 6,425,000 tons 
on hand at the end of the September quarter 
of 1907. 

Call Money Nominal. 

There were no changes of importance in 
the money market. Call money rates were 
again. practically nominal and time money 
was perhaps a trifle easier. The banks re- 
ported a heavy gain from the subtreasury on 
the day’s operations, and the outlook is for 
another large addition to the reserves at the 
close of the week. The Bank of France 
again drew gold from London, and this move- 
ment will be worth watching on account of 
its possible, effects upon the question of gold 
exports from thie country.

Railroad W Hears Plea 


for J ust Switching Changes. 


LEVY MAYER IS SPEAKER. 
Says Government Ownetvhte Will Re- $2 
4 sult from Present Methods. 


Government ownership of railroads, though 
classed as a fatal political and govern- 
mental blunder,” was the prediction voiced 
yesterday by Levy Mayer, counsel for the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ and Chicago Com- 
mercial associations, in his argument before 
the Illinois railroad and warehouse com- 
mission in the matter of establishing eqvita- 
ble switching rates for Chicago ehippers and 
manufacturers. The present hearing is on 
the complaint of the associations that the 
railroads entering Chicago propose to greatly 
increased switching charges. : 

By methods peculiar to railroad manage- 
ment and financing, and not unknown to 
| other great corporations, a corporation or 
firm lecated on the. belt switching road of 
Chicago, which formerly paid 88 a car for 
switching, by the road’s simple operation of 
separating itself into two lines finds itself 
forced to pay an increase of $6 per car, or 
$9 for the service which formerly it obtained 
for 88. declared Mr. Mayer in his argu- 
ment. “I hardly can ee that such a state 
of affairs will receive countenance at your 
hands. It is the doing of a such things as 
2 which during recen has created 

the body, politic the for govern- 
— ownership of the railroads. 


Fears Government Ownership, 


“Unless there is a power which can curh 
such rapacity, such inexcusable and such 
crooked business, and for which a large 
minority now is appealing to the public, 
this minority will become a majority. If 
railroad corporate wronge cannot be con- 
trolled there is no other way to.do it than to 
absorb the ownership, to absorb the com- 
plete control of the railroads into the hands 
of the government. I am the last one to 
urge what I regard will be a fatal political 
and governmental! blunder to the consumma- 
tion of that theory. 

Is there any excuse, moral or legal, for 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad to 
jump the switching charges from $2 to $30, 
and to make a per diem charge of over 81 a 
day for care owned by them? Is there any- 
thing to justify such tyrannical methods 
upon the part of the railroads or other cor- 
porations?’ 

Mr. Mayer offered evidence to the com- 
missioners that under the new ‘switching 
charges the Schoenhofen Brewing company 
would be forced to pay $36 a car switching 
charges to transfer cars from the plant at 
Eighteenth street and Canalport avenue to 


their branch on the Northwestern railroad 
at 589 Elston avenue. 


Plan Offered by Commercial Association. 


The proposition offered by the commercial 
association as a basis for settlement of 
the difficulty is a switching charge of 10 
cents per ton on a minimum of twenty tons 
or transportation of three miles or less 
within the switching district, and of 12 cents 
per ton for greater distances. 

Attorney Mayer quoted Supreme court de- 
cisions to prove that railroads can be re- 
quired to do a certain class of business which 
is unremunerative as long as their general 
business within the state is proved to remain 
remunerative. The commission decided in 
an opinion that it has power to declare what 
shall be the switching district of Chicago 
and what switching rates shall apply therein. 

Arguments on behalf of the railroads will 
be made today by S. A. Lynde, general 
counsel for the Northwestern and John 
G. Drennan, district counsel for thé Illinois 
Central. |
